'Stand, Therefore'

"Stand, therefore." This is Saint 


Paul's exhortation to the Christians 
at 
Ephesus 
iKphesians f>> after 


he had urged them to "put on the 
whole armor of God." -so that they 
might ••withstand in the evil _ clay, 
and having done all. stand." 


That Paul should have seen the 


Christian life as warfare 
1 is not to 


be wondered at. IIis whole course 
was beset with enemies and perse- 
cutions. 
No man, apparently, was more 


indomitable in spirit, yet Paul re- 
veals that with all his stoutness of 
heart he had conflicts within. He 
speaks of "a messenger of Satan 
to buffet him" UI Corinthians 12:7'. 


He speaks of. his weakness, though 


in this weakness he found strength 
through depending on God. "My 
grace is suflicienl for thec: for my 
strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness. Most gladly therefore will J 
rather glory in my infirmities, that 
the power of Christ may rest upon 
me." 


To the Christians, to whom PiHil 


wrote, life was also a 
warfare. 


They may have been free from the 
most serious persecutions that be- 
set Paul, but they were subject 
lo persecution. 


There were hazards in being a 


Christian. The days, as Paul says, 
were evil (Kphesians 
">:1G). The 


pagan environment was hostile and 
full of temptations of the flesh and 
of -the spirit. 


Paul is insistent upon the Chris- 


tian warfare, and, like a 
great 


military leader, he is deeply con- 
cerned 
about preparation, ecjuip- 


ment, indoctrination and rousing 
words of inspiration and encourage- 
ment. 


And in all this his own example 


is never lacking. That is a quality 
of great leaders. George Washing- 
ton, 
fighting in the very forefront 


with his poorly equipped troops, 
exemplifies this quality. 


What men like Washington have 


3een in material warfare Paul was 
in the warfare of the spirit, fearless, 
undaunted no matter what the odds. 


Is Hit; Christian life still a war- 


fare today? It is a significant and 
important 
question. 


Hostile forces and temptations 


arc no less real, though they may 
seem lass evident and more subtle. 


I think it may be said that we 


do not think of the Christian lift; as 
a warfare as precisely, 
and as 


much, as it is set forth in New 
Testament days. 


But I wonder whether this m.iy 


nol be because we lack something 
of the vision that inspired Paul and 
the early disciples; that we do nol 
see, as they did, the need of war- 
fare, with the call of duty and the 
call to greatness. 


An eminent English preacher, the 


late Sylvester Home, once wrote « 
little book on "The Life That Is 
Easy." He described the Christian 
life. 


But Home himself was a fighter, 


and he wrote of that life as easy 
only through mastery, 
complete- 


ness of commitment and the sort 
of strength that Paul found made 
perfect in weakness.
